He recounted how he 
had been accosted and how drunken 
policemen had been found in such 
places. ; 

“There is another thing, the police 
committee seems to be backing a po- 
litical clique, and the policemen of 
Atlanta are hot doing their duty, 
he shouted. 

Richards jumped to his feet, his 
face flushed. 

“It is just peanuts like you who 
prevent us from enforcing the laws,” 
he countered in interrupting Weaver. 
“If you found policemen in such 
places it was your duty to let the 
police committee or the chief know. 

Mayor Pro Tem. G. Everett Milli- 
ean pounded for order and declared 
that personalities must be eliminated 
in discussing the paper. 

Weaver attacked stool pigeons, and 
called on members of the police com- 
mittee to stand behind the chief or 
get a chief they could stand behind.

CHARLES P. GOODYEAR

BRUNSWICK, Ga., April 6—C@) 
Charles P. Goodyear, 58, president of 
the Goodyear Packing Company, was 
found dead by his wife early Monday 
morning, dangling by a rope in his 
office on the river front. 

Goodyear left his home early for 
his office. An hour later Mrs. Good- 
year went to his office, and finding 
the door locked, looked through a 
window and saw her husband hanging 
just above his desk. 

Goodyear had been engaged in the 
shrimp packing business for many 
years. He was a son of the late 
Charles P. Goodyear, who attained 
prominence many years ago by deep- 
ening Brunswick’s harbor. 

Officials were told Goodyear re- 
cently had suffered financial reverses. 

He is survived, in addition to his 
widow, by four children. 

Four notes found in his office later 
showed Mr. Goodyear planned to end 
his life when he left home today. The 
notes were written at the office. 

After writing the notes, he arranged 
the rope, mounted the top of one of 
the desks and stepped off. 

One of the notes said: 

“My left eye is completely blinded. 
Regardless of internal and external 
medicines my right eye is following 
identically the same way. Rather 
than be blind I prefer to pass out, 

“Old time customers having got my 
confidence have gone into bankrupt 
court and so many of them it breaks 
me in these depressed times.

The proposal was laid before the 
March meeting of the committee and 
was there bitterly opposed by some 
of the most prominent and character- 
istie southern drys, including Senators 
Joseph T. Robinson, of Arkansas; 


Cordell Hull, of Tennessee, and Cam- 


eron Morrison, of North Carolina. 


These leaders and other southern 
leaders and their various followings 
compose at least half the democratic 
party. Every present evidence is that 
they will oppose Chairman Raskob’s 
present proposal to the end. 
will oppose it in public statements 
shortly to be made in answer to Mr. 
Raskob’s statement of Monday. They 
will oppose it in the December meet- 
ing of the national committee. They 
will oppose it in the national conven- 
tion of June, 1932. They may even 
oppose it in the election if it should 
happen that Mr. Raskob’s view should 
win in the convention. 

Since Mr. Raskob first announced 
his proposal in March, a nieeting was 
held in Washington which ineluded 
some 20 of the leading southern demo- 
crats. They included senators, former 
chairmen of the democratic national 
committee and congressmen. All sup- 
ported Govérnor Smith in the 1928 
election. In the recent meeting their 
informal exchanges of views were to 
the effect that if Chairman Raskob 
succeeds in having his proposals 
adopted by the party, these leaders 
will not support the party in the 1932 
election. A bolt to the republicans or 
in. the form of a third party must be 
accépted as a probable consequence if 
Chairman Raskob should succeed in 
having his views adopted by the party. 

The. dry opponents of Chairman 
Raskob take two lines. One group 
typified by Senator Cordell Hull, of 
Tennessee, insists that prohibition be 
regarded as not a political question 
and that the democratie party should 
not make it an issue. This particular 
answer of drys to Chairman Raskob 
is strongly resisted. by both Mr. Ras- 
kob and also ex-Governor Smith. Both 
of the latter in recent public state- 
ments have declared that prohibition 
is a political issue, that it got into 
the constitution only through politi- 
eal action and that it must be taken 
out or modified by the same process. 
On this point, Messrs. Raskob and 
Smith are extremely earnest. 

Another group of southern dry lead- 
ers are willing to accept a ‘“‘wet”’ 
or a “liberal,” such as Governor 
Roosevelt, as the presidential candi- 
date, but insists that the platform 
must be dry or silent. To this sug- 
gestion, Chairman Raskob replies that 
it is “a straddle’ and “unfair to the 
public.” Everybody expects Chairman 
Raskob to go through to the end with 
his fight. Everybody expects the 
southern drys to go through to the 
end with their resistance, and per- 
haps beyond the.end into the stage 
of “bolting.” 

There would be no bolt on a wet 
candidate alone. The threat of bolt 
is over a wet platform. 

The fact is the cleavage 
democratic party is very serious. It 
includes more than prohibition, The 
southern and western democrats are 
equally earnest in their resistance to 
the other proposals of Chairman Ras- 
kob which would ameliorate the anti-

namely immigration. Under the sur- 
face, the greatest tension within the 
party in congress is about the fact 
that when and if the democrats win 
control of the house, the chairman of 
the committee on immigration, entitled 
to the position by seniority, will be 
a New York city democrat, Dick- 
stein. Congressman Dickstein is de- 
scribed in current .acrimony about 
the situation, whether accurately or 
not, as hating voted against every im- 
migration restriction. bill ever intro- 
duced.

peculiarly a doctrine of southern 
democrats. The policy was initiated 
by an Alabama democrat, John L. 
Burnett, nearly 20 years ago, at a 
time when the idea was sensational. 

In the present house, where the 
democrats have within one of a ma- 
jority, the division into intra-party 
factions is almost equal. The total 
democratic membership is 215. Of 
these, almost exactly half, 108, are 
extreme drys from 12 southern and 
dry border states. Most of the re- 
mainder come from wet northern 
cities. Between these groups, when- 
ever the first party caucus is held, 
there will be a division marked by as 
much feeling as was the Mareh meet- 
ing of the national committee.

Locating 
Lost Tribe. 


A flourishing and tranquil Jewish 
community, numbering several thou- 
sand souls, in the heart of the African 
desert, surrounded on all sides by 
savage and semi-civilized Moor and 
Berber tribes, is the discovery of M. 
Rene Leblond, French consul at Akka, 
in southern Morocco. M. Leblond de- 
scended on the outskirts of the Jewish 
settlement when his plane, forming 
part of a map-making expedition in 
the Sahara desert, strayed from its 
companions, developed engine trouble 
and was forced to come to earth. The 
Jews informed him that. their settle- 
ment bore the name of Alouna, and 
that he was at that point a ten-day 
journey by caravan from. the pro- 
verbially inattainable Timbuctoo. 

Recalling the experiences 6f several 
other French avaitors who were 
forced to Jand in hostile desert terri- 
tory recéntly and who were taken 
prisoner by the Bedouin tribes, to be 
released only upon payment of heavy 
ransom money, M. Leblond states in 
his report that he was extremely ap- 
prehensive lest a_ similar fate, or 
worse, befall him at the hands of the 
crowds of white-gowned people that 
he observed below. He goes on to say 
in his report, registered with the Geo- 
graphical Society of France, that his 
Surprise was more than agreeable 
when upon reaching terra-firma the 
folks surrounded his crippled airplane 
and by all manner of signs and tokens 
indicated that he was a welcome vis- 
itor and an honored guest. 

M. Leblond was taken to the home 
of the oldest inhabitant, a venerable 
patriarch, who bade him welcome with 
ancient ceremonial, proceeding even to 
wash his feet in. the traditional 
Hebrew fashion, He was given the 
_ best room in the lowly dwelling and 
| was invited to rest and eat before 
anyone was permitted to enter into 
| Conversation with him. The Jews 
spoke an Arabic dialect and some of 
the ancient ones had a smattering of 
ee — a mixed with Mo- 
‘occan words. e’ first thing the 
told M. Leblond was that they oa. 
sidered themselves French subjects 
and proteges. They were hazy as to 
| the mame of the ruling monarch in 
EF rance, reports the consul, but rumors 
of a gigantic war had penetrated to 
them by way of Berbers from south 
Morocco. The last white man they 
had seen, according to the testimony 
of the oldest inhabitaants, had been a 
visitor, an explorer in 1866. 

By dint of diligent questioning M. 
that the Jews hailed 
Morocco, but that their 
fathers, under pressure of persecution, 
had left the Mediterranean shores 
inany years ago. The intention of the 
fathers had been to travel “by way 
of Egypt” to Palestine arf settle 
there. Hostile tribes, disease. hungez, 
poverty and other vicissitudes had in- 
terfered with the ancestral projects 
of reaching the Promised Land and 
they had remained in the desert. But 
the Jews assured him that they never 
had abandoned hope altogether of con- 
tinuing their interrupted migration 
some day and of ultimately residing 
in the land “that flows with milk and 
honey.” Although the Jews spoke Ara- 
bic, they used Hebrew lettering in 
their script. Their ritual service had 
undergone not the slightest modifica-

| tion, they assured the consul. and 


their brethren in Israe] would imme- 


diately recognize them by the ancient 


usages kept in honor amongst them. 
_ The French consul was led out to 
imspect a pile of stones, erected a short 
distance from the settlement. where 
lay buried the man. they called the 
Great Mordechai, the leader who had 
conducted their fathers so far into 
}the desert on the way to Palestine, 
when the plague overtook the tribe 
and courage to proceed on the journey 
failed them. Mordechai died 
the year 1858. In subsequent years 
the Jews had on several oceasions sent 
out spies and reconnoitering parties, 
but none of these emissaries had re- 


turned from their expeditions, which |

The young lady who holds 
the position of health education direc- 
tor with a western state tuberculosis 
association recently got off some crisp 
stuff for the papers of the state. She 
was so emphatic about the way in 
which exposure to wet feet and drafts 
renders one more susceptible to in- 
fection that one newspapérman, an of- 
ficer in his state editorial association, 
asked her to enlighten him further. 
She explained that she used the terms 
“immunity” and “resistance” inter- 
changeably as they are often used in 
the field of bacteriology and biology. 
But she added that the word immunity 
refers to more resistance to a certain 
disease. So we are left to assume if 
we wish that the young lady conceives 
the term resistance to refer to a kind 
of general immunity against many or 
all diseases, 


Then she finished off the newspaper- 
man by citing the experiment of Pas- 
teur and the hens. Pasteur inocu- 
lated hens -with anthrax and found 
they did not develop the disease. But 
he soaked a hen in cold water long 
enough to bring the fowl’s temperature 
down to, that of mammals, and then 
Pasteur was able to produce anthrax 
in the hen. This famous experiment 
of the great scientist is often cited by 
those who would have us believe ex- 
posure to cold and wet lowers resist- 
ance Or increases susceptibility to 
“colds.” Of course it proves nothing 
of the kind and Pasteur never remote- 
ly suggested any such thing. There 
is no analogy between the ordinary 
every day exposure of every man, 
woman and child that lives and this 
unnatural experiment. . No one seri- 
ously contends that ordinary exposure 
to cold and wet lowers the body tem- 
perature even a fraction of a degree. 


‘The old-timers who cite Pasteur’s ex- 


periment in the attempt to fortify 
their own absurd position are simply 
presuming upon the childishness of 
their audience, for anybody who knows 
even the history of Pasteur’s life and 
work can see through the little trick 
in an instant.

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‘Registration Reform Can 
Only Follow Revision, 
Richardson Seys. 


Badly as reform is needed in the 
state’s registration system for voters, 
it can no more be effected under the 


present constitution than a living 
branch can be successfully grafted on 
a dead trunk. This conclusion was 
the substance of an agreement arrived 
at Monday afternoon by city and coun- 
ty officials meeting under the aus- 
vices of the Men's Council of the 
eague of Women Voters in the Pied- 
mont hotel. 

A general diseussion led by W. 8. 
Richardson, Fulton county tax col- 
lector, who also was the principal 
speaker, brought out a unanimous 
declaration that the system must be 
simpliffed and made permanent if the 
hosts of non-voters who now are prac- 
tically disenfranchised by “red tape” 
are to be induced to exercise their 
constitutional rights at the polls, At 
the same time it was agreed that any 
attempt at registration reform would 
prove futile until the constitution 
itself is reformed, as leaders expect 
it will be, in the next general eiec- 
tion. 

A tentative bill for a modern reg- 
istration law was presented to the 
officials Monday afternoon by Rob- 
ert McLarty, in behalf of the Men's 
Council of the league.

The next morning Grantland Rice 
rose to lyric heights in celebrating 
their speed, rhythm and precision, 
winding up a litany of hallelujahs by 
proclaiming them “The Four Horse- 
men.” Whereupon an _ enterprising 
young gentleman. in South Bend 
xerched the returned victors of the 
backfield on four borrowed nags and 
sold the resultant photographs to the 
tune of a small fortune. 

WILL HAPPEN. 

These accidents will happen in the 
best of all possible worlds. Indeed, 
the football epic of the Four Horse- 
men is the story of an accident. 

How it came to pass that four 
young men so eminently qualified 
by temperament, physique and in- 
stinctive pacing to complement 
one another perfectly and thus 
produce the best co-ordinated and 
most picturesque backfield in the 
recent history of football—how 
that came about is one of the in- 
scrutible achievements of coinci- 
dence, of which I know nothing 
save that it’s a rather satisfying 
mouthful of words. 

Harry Stuhldreher, the quarterback, 
hailed from Massillon, Ohio; Don Mil- 
Jer, halfback, came from Defiance, 
Ohio; Jimmy Crowley, the other half- 
back, hailed from Green Bay, Wis., 
and Elmer Layden, the dashing. slash- 
ing fullback, had his home in Daven- 
port, Iowa. ‘The four did not play 
as backfield in their freshman year— 
remember, I Had seen them in practice 
and survived the experience. 

A QUARTET OF COLTS. 
These men and the others of the 

freshman squad in 1921 were soundly 
beaten by such teams as Lake Forest 
Academy and the Michigan State 
freshmen. 

Stuhldreher, of the lot, had the 
most promise. He sounded like a 
leader on the field. He was a 
good and fearless blocker, and_as 
he gained in football knowledge 
he showed signs of smartness in 
emergencies. 

Layden had speed—he could run a 
hundred-yard dash in under 10 see- 
onds at track meet. But speed and 
some kicking ability seemed to be all 
his football wares. 

SLEEPY LAD. 

Jimmy Crowley was only less hu- 
morous in play than in appearance. 
He looked dull and always resembled 
a lad about to get out of or into bed. 
He showed very little as a freshman— 
certainly sone of the nimble wit that 
made him celebrated for repartee as 
for broken-field running. 

Don Miller traveled, that first 
year, on the reputation and rec- 
omm-ndation of his brother, 
“Red” Miller. the great Notre 
Dame halfback who made such 
havoc when his team beat Michi- 
gan in 1909. . 

Don, -an also-ran in his freshman 
year, surprised me when he came out 
for spring practice and with his fleet- 
tess and daring sized up as a half- 
back to cheer the heart of any coach. 


HARD ON HAIR. 


In the fall of 1922 Notre Dame had 
lost all its veteran backs except Cast- 
ner at fullback and Thomas at quar- 
terback—one of those decimations by 
graduation that give coaches gray 
hair or, as in my case, remove what 
little hair they have. 


This 1922 squad, the first on 
which the Four Horsemen got 
their chance, romped through its 
preliminary games against Kala- 
mazoo, St. Louis, Purdue and De- 
pauw.

Others have admitted that any agi- 
tation for a tax increase at the next 
session would be embarrassing to both 
parties because of the economic situa- 
tion and the approaching presidential 
election.
